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Vengeance, ſet it on Fire in ſeveral Places at once, and the thin 
Paper Buildings ſoon ſhiver'd into Pieces, and dropt in upon the 
Heads of the poor frighted Inhabitants ( few of which had ever 
heard the noiſe of a Cannon before ) abundance were ſhot dead, 
by the immediate Execution of the Ordinance : So that nothin 
was to be ſeen over the whole Place, but Fire, Smoak, Ruins, 
and Horrid Death, Pain and Anguiſh, in a Thouſand diffe- 
rent Aſpects, nor to be heard but Dying Groans, the ſharp ac- 
cented ſcreches of Dread and Pain; the falling of Houſes, and 
the Cannons roaring for more Prey and Slaughter. 

Theſe Things no doubt, would have been lefs Formidable and 
Surprizing to a Garriſon of Seaſoned regular Troops, in a regu- 
lar Fortification ; but all theſe Things having been quite others. 
wiſe in the Caſe of theſe poor People, we cannot but be ſenſi- 
ble, that every of them muſt have fell upon them with e- 
traordinary Weight. In other Caſes, where regular Troops en- 
gage; all Frights andConfuſions from thence are ſuppoſed tobe 
out of the caſe, and quite removed, and nothing but Death and 
downright Loſs is conſidered ; and they being ty'd to one ano- 

ther by no relation but the Common Danger, they regard one 
anothers Fall no farther, then as it is a weakening of their Par- 
ty: But here the Beſieged were a handfull of Country People 
and Citizens, who no doubt mult be at firſt extraordinary 
Terrified, and that Terror of courſe muſt have put them in a- 
bundance of Confuſion, which in time of Danger, often proves 
the greateſt Enemy to thoſe that are ſeiz'd with it: And to 
heighten and exaſperate their Pain, in all the ſeveral Views of 
Death and Miſery, that lay around them, they then were for- 
ced toſee a Father, Mother, Son, Wife, Husband, a Friend, or 
ſome other dear Relation lying in their Gore.

And that ſuch an unheard of Thing may not loſe of its due 
Merit, for want of proper Vouchers; I muſt have recourſe to 
the aforementioned Report of the Committee of the Houſe of 
Commons, in 1705. © It appears alſo to the Committee: That 
the Sufferings ofthe Beſieged was very great; for ſeveral Per-

not to ſurvive them: Other Things they would not ask, and 
theſe Things they were ſure that Monarch would never ſincere- 
15 grant. Therefore like true Patriots and Martyrs for the Con- 
ſtitution, they endured all with a Miraculous Firmneſs and Con- 
* till they were at laſt relieved by Succours from Exgland. 
When the Gates werc open'd, and they had free acceſs to 
Refreſhments; the too ſudden Alteration, and running from the 
Extremity of Hunger and Thirſi, to abundance of Meat and 
Drink, kill'd many; and thoſe that ſurvived, have now their 
Thoughts relaxed from the buiſy piercing calls of Hunger and 
Thirſ}, and the reſt of the Miſery of the Siege; they began to 
think of their Loſſes in the Death of their Friends, the Ruins of 
their City, and their being ſtript of all they had in the Country. 
They that had Eſtates, had their Manſions Plunder'd and 
Deſtroy'd, their Corn and Cattle taken away; and the Fields 
being Uncultivated and Unſown, their Hopes of a Harveſt were

Our Surprize and Diſcouragements are the greater, when we 
conſider, that all our Brethren the Proteſtants in Ireland; who 
performed nothing at all for the Government, but quietly Sub- 
mitted to King James, at that Juncture had not a Lamb nor a 
Chicken taken from them by him or his Army; and now many 
of them are ſo Rich and Powerful, that abundance of the "Poor 
Londonderry and Inniſh-killing Soldiers, and even Officers, are 
now glad to eat a Morſel 'of Bread under their Tables. 5 
And which is more ſurpriz ing ſtill; tho? we who ſerved the 
Government in an extraordinary Manner at that Time, have had 
the Misfortune to have no Promiſes nor Terms kept to us: Yet 
the Roman Catholicks in Ireland, who ſtript us of our Eſtates and 
Goods and Suckt out our Bloods in a moſt barbarous and cru- 
el manner, had after the Revolution good Terms granted to 
them, which have been moſt Religiouſly obſerved by the Go-

This we are far from thinking a Fault, or blame worthy ; be- 
cauſe there's nothing more becoming the Nature of Man, who

After the Siege was raiſed, the Forces in Loxdanderry had ta- 
ken from them ( for the Uſe and Service of the Government the 
Arms and Accoutrements of Eight Regiments and three Com- 
panies : And the Forces in Inn:ſbkilling had ta ken from them for 
the ſame Purpoſes, the Horſes, Arms, and Accoutrements of 
one Regiment of Horſe, confiſting of 25 Troops, and of two Re 
giments of Dragoons, conſiſting of eight Troops each, and the 
Arms, of three Regiments of Foot : All- which were at firſt 
bought by the Officers and Soldiers at their own Expence; a- 
mounting to 138,349 J. 75.

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Theſe poor Sufferers have likewiſe had repeated aſſurances 
given them, for ſome Conſideration for their Goods that were 
taken from them by the Enemies, while they were Fighting 
for the Conſtitution: And who could have doubted of it? 
They were Safeguards for the reſt of the Subjects, and ought 
to have been kept harmleſs; And it had been no more than 
what the juſtice of the Nation directs in other Caſes, where 
the ſafety of the Nation requires it, witneſs in a late 
inſtance ) the Parliament having allowed, laſt Seſſion of 
25,0000, to the Proprietors of the Goods ordered to be 
burnt in the three Ships, for fear of the Inſection; which no 
doubt, was an Act of great Juſtice as well as Prudence. 

The Civil Law, which treats every thing with a particular 
delicacy, has it, that where any Man lends Money to repair

Theſe Regiments were regular Commiſſioned by the late 
King William, in Feb. 1688 — The Commiſſioners appointed 
by the late Queen for ſtating the Debts due in his Time, 
ſtated the Debt due to theſe Regiments according to their 
Commiſſions to be 195,91 J. 55, 64 The Committee - — 
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Houſe of Commons of Great. Britain, by their Report has like - 
Ways allow'd that Sum to be a juſt Debt. Now can the Na- 
tion' ſtifle that Claim without biddin ing defiance to all regards 
Divine and Humane. And can any Man think that ſuch a piece 
* of Cruelty can paſs unpuniſhed, if t 10 ſnould be ſo unfortunate 

as to be deſigned to be defrauded of it. 

There are three Crimes (according to the niceſt Obſervati- 
ons, that I have been able to diſcover from Hiſtory, fince we 
had any) that ſeldom paſs unpuniſhed even in this Life, eſpe- 
cially amongſt thoſe to whom God Almighty had been pleaſ- 
ed more fully to declare himſelf and his ways: And theſe are 
Idolatry Blood-ſhed and Oppreſſion, 

The uſage theſe Regiments have met with; ſure the Me- : 
morable Revolution cannot fall under the firſt Head. But ho- 
far theſe Nations may or may not be free from the two laſt in 
this matter, I will not ſay. xy.

heſe great Sufferers have had repeated aſſurance that they | 
ſhould be recompenced for their loſſes by the Enemy, and like- 
wayes reimburſed of the Money they gave for their Arms 
Horſes and Accouterments which they ſold. or lent to the Go- 
vernment.

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How far the wrongs that have been done to theſe poor

This juſt Debt was long put by, upon pretence of the Wars: 
And in Times of Peace Red off out of pretended kindneſs 
to the Country, for fear of encreaſing the publick Debts. 

But though we would not pay that juſt Debt (not exceed- 
ing 300,000]. both for Pay and Joſſes which ſaved many 
Lives, ſome Millions of Money and the whole Conſtitution) 
for fear of encreaſing the publick Debts; Yet the juſt God has 
left us ſince, toencreaſe our publick Debts, ſeeming much a- 
bove our power ever to diſcharge : And that by the moſt hor- 
rid piece of Injuſtice that ever was opened to the Sun. 75
